Response to Amendment 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Specification 
Priority 

It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. PCT/EP00/08870, filed September 8, 2000. A reference to the prior 
application must be inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this 
application or in an application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant intends to rely on 
the filing date of the prior application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e), 120, 121 , or 365(c). See

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 18, 29 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 18 depends from a cancelled claim, while claim 31 depends from a claim 
that does not exist. 

Claim 29 is indefinite because while the preamble recites a method of reducing a 
sign of aging in an elderly cat, the steps recited comprise providing a pet food 
composition, and making this composition available to a minder of the pet and providing 
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means of encouraging the pet minder to administer the composition. Therefore, there is 
no active step that relates to the preamble. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsuura et al. (US Patent 5756088). 

Matsuura et al. teach a composition that comprises calcium carbonate, 
p-carotene, viatmin E and feeding it to a cat. Since a cat cannot feed itself, then a pet 
minder necessarily has to provide the pet with the food containing the reference 
composition, shown at col. 3, lines 15-17. To supply the prescription diet such as 
Matsuura et al's, a pamphlet or literature providing instructions would have been 
obvious because providing labels for prescription bottles or containers with instructions, 
is customary.
